Editorial Column. 
LET US HAVE A FAIR DEAL. 


The snit of M rs Gardella against Calaveras and Amador 
counties, involving the title to the B ig Bar bridge property, 
joining the two counties, will be watched with much interest. 
T h e circumstances surrounding th is suit are peculiar. 
The 
reputed owner is anxious to sell, the two counties concerned 
are seemingly ju s t as anxious to buy. 
It is a matter of re­ 
cord that they are committed to its acquisiton, with the pro­ 
viso that the title be first settled. 
It is under this phase of 
the matter that the suit to quiet title has been brought- 
T h e taxpayers of the two counties are interested to the ex­ 
tent of $8000— the appraised value of the bridge— and 
the 
costs of suit. 
I f M rs Gardella w ins, Amador county will 
have to furnish one h a lf the amount. 
Of course, it is the 
duty of the district attorneys of the two counties to defend 
the suit in behalf of their respective counties. 
It is reported , 
however, that they have expressed themselves as believers in 
the justice and legality of the plaintiff’s claim. If this be so it 
imparts an additional complication to the case. 
T h e issue 
involved is p urely a matter of law. 
Mere sentiment or 
sym pathy should cut no figure in its determination. 
It is 
the duty of those who are entrusted with the safeguarding 
of the interests of the county to see that the defense is fairly 
and fully presented to the court . 
Some lawyers of repute 
claim that the counties canuot lose if the matter is properly 
presented. 
And the saving of $4000 to each county is 
certainly worth looking after. 
I f M rs Gardella owns the 
bridge theie would be little, if any, objection to its purchase 
b y the two counties at the price stated. 
But there will be., 
and ought to be, a vigorous protest to the payment of any 
sum for its purchase based 011 a judgm ent by default, or on a 
half-hearted presentation of the defense. 
In such an event 
the blame will fall on the officials concerned, and Amador 
officials equally w ith those of Calaveras county.

A convention o f mining men was held recently in Gold- 
field. 
It was supposed to be for the purpose of promoting 
the mining industry. 
Such conventions, however, are sel­ 
dom of any practical value. 
Some of the spouting delegates 
seem to know about as much about the conditions and re­ 
quirements of the m ining industry as the traditional inhabit­ 
ant of the moon. 
Fo r instance, one delegate in all serious­ 
ness recommended as a step in the direction of stimulating 
m ining, that all unworked claims be assessed st a high val­ 
uation. 
According to his notion, this policy would result in 
every owner getting to work on his claim in order to avoid 
the big tax for idleness, and what a wonderful revival of min­ 
in g would then ensue. 
If the experiment were tried, it is 
safe to say the outcome would be ju st the opposite to that 
which he has pictured in his imagination. 
The policy, if 
applicable at all, could only apply to such claims as are 
patented. 
Unpatented claims are subject to the provision of 
the federal law that $10 0 worth of work be done on each 
claim every year as a coudition precedent to maintaining the 
right of possession. 
And even this requirement is found on 
erous enough to a large percentage of locators who are most­ 
ly men of small means. 
With regard to patented claim s the 
recommendation to assess an idle mine into working shape is 
absolutely without merit. 
It would mean the confiscation of 
m any a poor m an’s holdiugs. 
Besides this, it is against the 
constitutional provision that taxation shall be just and uni­ 


form. 
There is not the slightest chance that such 
vagaries will 
be put to a practical test. 
The tendency should be rather in 
the opposite direction. 
It is hardly possible to adopt a too 
liberal policy in the assessment of unproductive, or 
rather 
unreinunerative mines. 
Mining property 
is unlike other 
kinds of investment property, and should therefore be assess­ 
ed on a basis by itself. 
If a man buys a ranch, or a mercan­ 
tile business, he can reasonably expect an income therefrom 
in a short time. 
I f h e p u t s i n a crop he is pretty sure to 
reap a harvest. 
With a comparatively small 
outlay, he 
places it 011 a productive capacity. 
It is different with 
min­ 
in g. 
It requires the expenditure of much labor and money 
to find out whether the prospect is likely to develop 
into a 
mine. 
I11 the m ajority of cases the outcome is disappoint* 
ment-the time and money are thrown away. 
And yet, under 
the system which vve have in California, just as soon as a 
m an 
commences to put up improvements to prospect a 
m in ing claim, the assessor comes along and jum p s up his 


assessment in proportion to the am ount cf money expended 
in its improvement. 
It is all outgo and 110 income, but he 
has to pungle up for the privilege of putting his money in a 
hole iu the ground, that adds not one dollar to the wealth of 
the country unless it turns out that, there is a producing 
mine there. 
T h is situation is a discouragement tq active 
m ining. 
Capitalists do not take k in d ly to the idea of beiug 
assessed out of their boots before they have a chance to get 
a n y return. 
It would make matters still worse to clap 011 a 
big assessment when the claim is idle. 
We believe the bet­ 
ter way to promote mining industry is to assess all 
mining 
properties at a mere nominal value until they have reached 
the producing stage. After that, assess them according to the 
gro ss or net output, in about the same ratio as other produc 


in g property is assessed.

H o w to Keep Gold Em b roid ery Bright. 
Gold embroidery is apt to cause 
many misgivings when a satin evening 
gow n decorated in this manner is 
brought under review. H ow ever care­ 
fully the dress has been protected by 
soft tissue paper—opaqué, black paper 
which is sold for the purpose—the 
sm allest hole where air could enter 
will have had the effect of tarnishing 
the embroidery. To clean the gown 
is. however, fairly simple, ordinary 
stains being easily removed by nib­ 
bing the satin all over with stale bread­ 
crumbs which have be.cn sifted with a 
little powdered blue. 
To remove 
crumbs and powder a thorough shak­ 
ing will be necessary, together with 
flicking with a clean handkerchief, 
the rubbing being repeated where nec­ 
essary. For the gold embroidery there 
is nothing so useful as crim son velvet. 
A small piece should alw ays be kept 
at hand, and both before the com­ 
mencement of the season and also on 
taking off the gown each tim e it is 
worn the velvet should be rubbed 
briskly over the surface until the orig­ 
inal sheen is reproduced.

Oldest Love Letter 
lo The World. 


A love letter 4000 years old has lately 
heen discovered in Chaldea. 
The lady 
to whom it was addressed lived in Sip- 
para. the biblical Scpharvani. 
Her be­ 
loved was a resident of Babylon. 
In 
contrast to the 
position 
which 
women hold at the present 
day in the. 
O rie n t 
they possessed in antiquity a 
great degree of freedom. 
In many re­ 
spects the Oriental woman of antiquity 
was graced with as much 
privilege as 
is the modern European 
woman. 
Par­ 
ticularly In Chaldea, she could 
partici­ 
pate In trade, 
manipulate 
her 
own 
property, be a witness before court and 
be the guardian of her ow n 
children. 
O f the position of women in 
Egypt we 
know less, hut doubtless it was much 
h igher than that of the present 
Moham­ 
medan women, 
In one respect, 
how­ 
ever, it seems that custom 
h as, been 
changed very slightly, for m arriage was 
essentially an affair of trade 
between 
th e parents of the bridegroom and those 
of the bride. 
This is ascertained from 
th e legal code of H ammurabi, 
king of 
Babylon, B. C. 2200. 
T he future hus­ 
band paid the price of th e bride and 
h er father provided 
her 
dow er 
and 
trousseau. 
Under these circum stances 
there was no such courtship as precedes 
marriage in accordance w ith Occidental 
ideas. 
Still, 
one may ib e lie v e jth a t 
many a love letter on papyrus or clay 
passed secretly between the hands of the 
bridal pair during the interval 
of their 
engagement. 
The newly discovered letter is written 
in clay and probably dates 
from 
2200 
B. C. 
Through somewhat formal, 
the 
reader can feel the tenderness that lies 
hidden between its lines. 
It read: 
“ To the lady, Kasbuya 
(little ewe), 
says G im il Marduk 
(the favorite 
of 
Morodach) th is: 
May the sun 
god of 
Marduk afford you eternal.life. 
I write 
w ishing that 1 may 
know 
how 
your 
health 
is. 
Oh, send m e a 
message 
about it. 
I live in 
Babylon and have 
not seen you, and for this reason 
1 am 
very anxious. 
Send me a message that 
will tell me when you will come to me 
so that 1 may be happy.

for my

How to Clean It Properly and Mnke It 
I ast an d Look Bottor. 
Fnlsp h air will last longer nml look 
belter If properly enred for. ami as the 
best quality 
Is not Inexpensive nial 
should lie selected It behooves n wo­ 
man, now th a t quantities of It are 
worn, to kno w how to make It Inst. 
To begin w ith , then, a cheap quality 
Is Iho m ost expensive, fer after little 
wear It becom es either scrubby look­ 
ing or so h n rsh th a t It cannot lie used. 
Cheap pieces lose color and either 
streak or fa d e quickly. 
One of th e m ost Im portant and dif­ 
ficult details o f earing for chignons is 
to keep thorn free from dust. 
Like 
hair grow in g on tho head, they hold 
Impurities a n d unless cleansed 
will 
grow dull looking and old. 
Iu their 
core a soft b ru s h Is an essential, find 
every night w h en the pieces are re­ 
moved they should lie stroked lightly, 
but thoroughly, w ith bristles in such n 
way th a t tlie d u s t Is taken out. 
T his 
should not be om itted even for one 
night, for o n ce th e switch or puffs lie- 
come dust Indcn they are difficult to 
clean. 
No false h air, w hen not being worn, 
should lie ex p o sed to the light, for sun 
and air will ab so rb Its dressing u n ­ 
necessarily. 
A fter being worn It m ust 
never he put. a w a y until It lias been 
well sm oothed. 
To w ash a sw itcli or puff's is prac­ 
tically Im possible, b u t as cleansing Is 
necessary n t Intervals enmmenl should 
be applied. 
T h e tnenl m u st tie rubbed 
gently, h u t 
thoroughly, through th e 
strands, a n d then, fastening the top 
of the piece securely, a long bristle 
brusli m u st he applied vigorously to 
remove th e g rain s. 
Before this, h o w ­ 
ever, the lon g h a ir m ust be rubbed b e ­ 
tween the h a n d s, so the meal will a b ­ 
sorb the d u st. 
Once in a lo n g while, perhaps every 
two m onths, n little oil rubbed on th e 
false piece will keep It In condition 
and aid In preserving the dressing. 
For this gly ce rin is excellent, and th e 
m anner of a p p ly in g should be carefu l­ 
ly followed. 
Too much of the grease 
will alm ost r u in It, while too little will 
not he effective. 
W hen using the glyc­ 
erin the tip of th e piece must lie se ­ 
curely fa s te n e d w here the long h air 
will han g free. 
Then a few drops, 
scented, m a y lie rubbed between th e 
palms of th e han ds to distribute it 
evenly an d th e n put directly upon th e 
hair, the o n ly difficulty being th at u n ­ 
less care is exercised the grease will 
adhere to o n ly one pa rt of the sw itch. 
This is m o s t a p t to he avoided Im­ 
pressing th e palm s lightly w hen first 
they are p u t on, m aking the stroke 
heavier a s 
th e 
grease Is absorbed. 
Under no c ircu m stan ces m ust there be 
an a p p e a ra n c e o f grease. 


How to Cook Bananas. 
Few p erso n s know the convenience 
and d elicate ta s te of cooked bananas. 
Few not to b a n a n a s born realize th eir 
nutritive value. 
Yellow bailabas c a n 
be em ployed In m any excellent w ays. 
They are fine plainly boiled in th e ir 
skins a n d se rv e d w ith cream < r sw e e t 
butter fo r b reak fast. 
They may lie 
boiled w ith s a lt pork or linked a ro u n d 
a leg of fr e s h pork (peeled In last in ­ 
stance) o r fried and served with broil­ 
ed lam b k id n e y s and bacon. Used in 
this w ay, b oth the kidneys and tlie 
bananas ta k e on an added flavor by 
being 
tog ether. 
Select fruit w hich, 
while ripe, Is y et perfectly firm. 
T e n 
minutes a r e required for boiling a n d 
five o r a little more for frying. T h e 
fruit w ill le t you know when it is 
done, for i t falls into a pulp as easy to 
digest as b a b y food. 
Baked b a n a n a s 
may ta k e th e place of potatoes on a 
luncheon table, as they are excellent 
with all m eats. 
B ake them In tliolr 
skins in a h o t oven and punch th e m 
occasionally w ith the fingers to see 
how they a r e progressing. 


How to Mako Cleaning Sallo. 
Cleaning balls are easily made a n d 
cost loss th a n if bought of a chem ist. 
To m ak e th e m take half a pound o f 
dry fu ller's e a rth and moisten it w ith 
a little lem o n juice. 
Then add h a lf an 
ounce o f finely pulverized pcarlush, 
and m a k e all into a thick paste. 
F o rm 
into little balls, and dry them in th o 
sun o r a t som e distance from a fire. 
In a few h o u rs th e balls will be re a d y 
for use. 
W h e n required the stain ed 
cloth sh o u ld be moistened with w a rm 
w ater a n d ru b b e d w ith a ball. Let tho 
g arm ent d ry , then brush off the p o w ­ 
der, and w a s h it out if necessary. 


How to W ash Delicate Material:. 
To w asli silks and pongees and d im ­ 
ities so t h a t th e y will look like n e w 
wash th e m iu bran water. 
For o ne 
w aist ta k e a p in t of bran, put iu a 
white m u slin b a g and pour enough hot 
w ater Into th e basin containing th e 
brail to w a sh th e waist. 
When th e 
w ater Is cool enough to bear the h a n d s 
in squeeze th e h ag several times in th e 
water. 
Add, n teaspoonful of b o ra x 
and w a s h th e w aist In the p rep ared 
water, r in s e a u d when dry iron on th e 
wrong sid e. No starch is needed, fo r 
the b ra n w ill stiffen the waist suffi­ 
ciently. 


How to Remove an Ink Stain. 
A little p u re alcohol of any kind Is 
splendid fo r rem oving stains cau sed 
by n ty p e w rite r ribbon. 
Rub It well 
Into the fingers as soon as possible 
after 
th e y 
a re 
stained. 
A fte rw a rd 
w ash c a re fu lly in w arm w ater an d 
plenty o f really good soup. 
If y ou 
have no p u re alcohol try m ethylated 
spirit. 


How to Keep 8hirt Waists Trim. 
If you h av e difficulty In holding y o u r 
shirt w a is ts do w n make a belt o f 
strong e la s tic tw o inches smaller th a n 
your w aist. 
T h e n sew a hook ou one 
end un d uu eye on the other a n d 
fasten a r o u n d th e w aist over the Hhlrt 
w aist a u d u n d er the skirt bund. 
I t 
wurks lik e a churm . 


CARE OF THE 
EYES. 


How to Prevent a Strain and Relieve 
Inflammation by Simple Methods. 
Persons who use their eyes co nstan t­ 
ly should observe some sim ple rules 
for preventing strain. F o r Instance, nt 
th e end of a long day in a n office, it 
th e optles are bathed w ith a cooling 
application, (he brightness as well 
sight inny he maintained. F o r such n 
h ath boraclc a d d is invaluable. Ho is 
n weak solution of salt. C am p ho r w a­ 
te r will draw out. n sm a rtin g pain 
m an y times. 
F it e cents' worth o f boraclc neld 
will Inst for weeks, a n d the powder 
m ay lie carried with little tronido. 
To 
use ns much as m ight go on the point 
o f tho blade of a small penk nife is put 
into two tnlilespoonfuls of w ater. Tin* 
pow der flonts for som e tim e In tiny 
lumps, h ut later Is ab so rb e d and dis­ 
appears. 
If one lias an eyeglass the liquefied 
borax Is poured into It. 
T his glass, 
w hich is an oval cup. so sh ap ed th a t it 
goes over the eye. close ag ain st the 
skin, is held up. Hie h e a d bent until 
the eye is over (lie liquid, nnd then the 
lid is opened and closed in the bath. 
T h ere will lie no sm a rtin g sensation, 
nnd the under part of th e lids and the 
linll are flushed w ith a cooling applica­ 
tion th a t will draw o u t an y slight in­ 
flammation. 
T he bath may last fo r a minute, 
w nshlng first one eye n nd then tho 
o th er eye before re tu rn in g to give the 
first another plunge. T h e sum e liquid 
m ay lie used more th a n once, b ut so 
cheap is it th at there c a n he no hesi­ 
tation in throwing it a w a y . 
No two 
persons should ever u se th e sam e so­ 
lution. for serious eye d ise a se m ay tie 
transm itted in this w ay . If the eyes 
ache during the day th is treatm ent, 
w hich takes hut a m o m e n t to apply, 
will relieve them. 
Cam phor water, being a little strong­ 
er, is used more sp arin g ly and is like­ 
ly to cause a slight sm artin g . Never­ 
theless it is a gentle to nic th a t can do 
no harm. To use a couple of drops are 
p u t into tin? eyes by m e a n s of a medi­ 
cine dropper. This m a y be done two 
o r throe times a day w hen there Is 
such inflammation. B o raclc acid dis­ 
solved in it in the sa m e proportion as 
in plain w ater lacreases th e beneficial 
properties. 
Salt and w ater Is a n old fashioned 
rem edy which should he used fre­ 
quently. This mixture sh ou ld he strong 
enough to cause th e m e r e s t suggestion 
of a smnrt, but it m u s t n o t be painful. 
If one lias no eye cu p an y small cup 
or glass may he su b stitu te d and the 
eye w inked in the b ath. D one morning 
and night, this is stren g th en in g in ef­ 
fect. 
Cloths w rung out In h o t w a te r and 
laid over the eyes fo rm one of the best 
m ethods of tre a tm e n t 
for inflamed 
eyes. 
To take tills application one 
m ust lie down, so t h e fom entations 
m ay be placed on a s hot as can be 
borne, changing them frequently. 
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How to Wash Crocheted Articles. 
Crocheted and k n itted articles enn be 
w ashed satisfactorily by sew ing the 
articles In n pillow slip a n d then w ash­ 
ing them in w arm so a p y water. Tho 
hag must lie squeezed betw een the 
hands to make It clean, h u t it m ust not 
he rubbed between th e hands. When 
you think the articles m u st be clean 
press all the w ater th a t y ou can out of 
tho bag, but do not w rin g It. 
Thou 
hang the Lag in the a ir to drain and 
w hen it Is perfectly d ry rip open tlie 
pillowcase, and the 
article will he 
found In excellent condition. 
If the 
wool article is a b a b y ’s carriage blan­ 
ket or a straight sh a w l it will be Im­ 
proved by drying it on a flat surface. 
It m ay he spread on tlie table or on 
tho floor If clean p a p e rs or a clean 
cloth is spread on tlie floor first. The 
article should bo p a tte d until it is per­ 
fectly straight and flat a n d should then 
be loft until it Is p erfectly dry. 


How to Purify Rainwater. 
R ain w ater is one o f th e best washes 
fo r the complexion in existence, but 
clean rainw ater is o fte n h ard to get, 
for a fte r every sh o w er th e w a ter from 
th e barrels is black w ith soot, etc., 
w ashed off the roof. 
T o prevent tills 
and to secure clean rain w a ter, get a 
bit of coarse, close c a n v a s and make a 
little bag of it. Into th is bag put some 
clean gravel, and tie tlie bag on to the 
end of the pipe, so t h a t th e w ater will 
have to pass through th e gravel before 
reaching the barrel. 
T h e gravel makes 
a capital filter, and if it he changed 
from time to time a n d the barrel be 
kept clean you will a lw a y s have clean 
soft w ater when req u ired for any pur 
pose. 


How to Lengthen Life of a Pillowcase. 
Every housewife k n o w s how soon 
pillowcases wear out. h u t it took a re­ 
m arkably clever w o m an to see at a 
glance how she could 
prolong their 
lives. 
When her pillow cases tiro be­ 
ginning to show sig n s of w ear she 
takes out the seam a t the bottom of 
the ease and tu rns it round, so that 
the sitie seams come directly up in the 
middle. Then site reseap is the bottom. 
It is easy to see Ih a t this will bring 
the side of the pillow u n d er the head, 
w here the wear w ould come, so tho 
pillowcase will last longer. A hettoY 
idea could not 
he 
found, nml w*"o 
m inds sewing up a pillow case seaue* 


How to Wash Silk Gloves. 
Silk gloves should 
be w ashed In 
w arm w ater und w ith pure w hite soap 
und should then he rinsed in several 
clear w aters of tlie sa m e tem perature. 
T hen, lnsleud of h ang ing them up to 
d ry by tlie wrists, b u n g them up by 
the tips of the lingers. 
To do this pin 
each finger out on a cloth und hang 
u p the cloth w ith th e arm s of the 
gloves hanging d o w n . 
T his lets the 
w a te r run into the p a rts of the gloveB 
th a t receive tho least w ear and lets 
the tips, which «eceive the most wear, 
d ry the quickest.

How to Handle Fine Carriages. 
The following instructions are given 
by an experienced carriage builder in 
reference to the care of fine carriages; 
Freshly varnished carriages should lie 
washed frequently and exposed to the 
air in the shade and should not be cov­ 
ered until the varnish has become 
hard. Mud allowed to dry upon fresh 
varnish will leave spots, and exposure 
to ammonia will destroy fresh varnish. 
Plenty of water should be used and 
great care taken th at it Is not driven 
into (he body of the carriage, to the 
injury of the lining. 
For the body 
panels a large, soft sponge must he 
used and when saturated squeezed 
over the panels, and thus by the flow­ 
ing down of the w ater the dirt will lie 
softened and run off harmlessly. Care 
Should ho taken to wipe the surface 
iflry .with soft chamois leather. Never 
use the same sponge and chamois for 
panels which arc used for running 
¡gear. 
Never use soup on varnished 
surfaces, and only take off the grease 
and.dirt around the hubs and axles. 


How to Save Gas on Ironing Days. 
When using a gas stove to heat the 
irons lo r ironing much gas can be 
saved by buying a tin pan large 
euough ¡to fit over the number of flat­ 
irons usud. A dishpan is excellent for 
this purpose. Make a hole in the bot- 
tim of the pan and fasten a holder 
here. 
Small wooden knobs can he 
bought far T> cents at any hardware 
store. 
The knob should be fastened 
on the ontaide of the pan. 
Use this 
pan to cover the irons with, and they 
will keep the flight heat with the gas 
turned much lower. 
You will he sur­ 
prised at the am ount of gas this will 
save und how hot ,the irons will be to 
work with. 
It is not difficult to re­ 
move the lian when the Irons need 
changing, as the wooden handle will 
¡not become hot. 


How to R elieve ¡Headache. 
There are many kinds and causes of 
fceadnc-he, but proba bfty the two most 
common headaches result from nerv­ 
ousness or n disordered stomach. 
In casos where there seems to be too 
much blood in the head, when there Is 
a pounding in the temples and behind 
the ears, u warm drink will often af­ 
ford relief.

BREAKING SALE 


How An Angel 
Camp /Merchant 
Dodqeri His Creditors 


(Angels Camp Record) 
Angels Camp is hecnming notoriously 
popular for bargain sales, 
closing out 
sales, sales at cost and less than cost 
hut the sale that eclipses them all, took 
place at the Oro store on Main street 
tast Tuesday. 
The proprietor getting 
an inkllr7 of an attachment to he served 
on him that night 
by city 
creditors, 
sought legal counsel and then proceeded 
to selling out regardless of cost 
or 
prices. 
The sale commenced at about 
ten o'clock in the forenoon and at five 
in the afternoon there was nothing left. 
The stock was valued at not less than 
$2,fHK) and consisted mainly of furnish 
ing goods. 
A large line of boots and 
shoes for nien, women and children was 
carried, 
besides 
a lot of rubber and 
oil suits, 
notions, 
odds 
and 
ends. 
Everything went at general public sale 
Articles worth $5 were sold for $1, and 
especially was this the case in the clear 
Ing out of the boots and shoes. 
This was the quickest opened 
and 
closed sale ever known in the southern 
mines; no previous advertising, no bell 
hoy to cry public sale. 
The proprietor 
simply 
commenced 
selling 
valuable 
articles for almost nothing; the people 
caught on readily and rushed to him like 
a band of bulls to a red flag. 
It was the 
Srst place on record where the buyer 
could go in and plank down fifty cents on 
a five dollar article and walk off with 
the goods. 
Many having no money with 
wlficfr to buy shouldered in and shifted 
theirofel duds and donned new ones; the 
people flock about the front door like a 
herd of frightened sheep, the store be­ 
ing all the while packed with people; 
they went in at the front door and came 
out at the back door. 
Anyone who 
ehnse to constitute himself a clerk did 
So without authorization till there were 
not less than ten clerks doing the sale 
act, handing down the goods and taking 
whatever the buyer cared to pay. 
It ap­ 
peared more like an effort on the part 
of the proprietor to 
free the building 
of the goods than to get anything ap­ 
proaching their value. 
A clear case of 
more goods than brains. 
While the 
safe was in progress the people were 
wild with excitement and hundreds of 
buyers got misfitting boots and shoes— 
odd numbers, two rights or two lefts, 
one of one make and the other of an­ 
other m ake-but in the rush and 
¡am 
these matters were not noticed, not till 
the sale was at an end. 
Now there is 
«ir, effort among som e’ of the buyers to 
find! who has got the other boot or shoe 
to make his mate, 
ready to exchange 
to get a fit. 
The 
crowd surged 
forth 
and back till the plate-glass front was 
crushed in, in the frantic effort to get 
to the 
counters 
to 
buy with 
little 
capital. 
Finally the last remnant was 
sold and the crowd dispersed. 
The proprietor then sold his safe for 
$50. 
The buyer has since discovered 
that 
there 
are 
numerous 
install­ 
ments still due on the safe which must 
be forthcoming before title can 
vest 
absolutely in himself. 
The last seen of the proprietor that 
evening was at 9 o’clock, when he was 
gloriously steeped in the juice of the 
grape and was being hustled off to his 
lodgings by a friend.

Greem was used in the case of these 
who died! in tire flower of youth, itn 
emerald freing sometimes placed on the 
index finger of the corpse as a sign that 
the light of hope was spent; for the 
lower part of the torches used in re­ 
ligious ceremonies- was marked 
with 
green. 
Falvius MTegrinus relates that 
iu the tomfrof Tulfia, the dearly be­ 
loved daughter of Cicero, 
there was 
found an emerald,, the most beautiful 
that had everbeen seen. 
This passed 
into the hands of ffie Marchesana di 
Mantova, Isabella Gfoireaga d ’Este. 
In 
Italy the graves of yuutrg virgins and 
of children were cowered with green 
branches. 
When*the Cocfex JustinianUS 
was re-discoverd'and aatdfed to the other 
Pandects, it was bound' in green 
to 
signify that these laws were rejuvenated. 
Black for men’ means' gravity, good 
sense, constancy 
and’ 
fortitude; 
for 
young women, fickleness- and foolish­ 
ness ; but for married women, constant 
love and 
perseverance. 
The 
planet 
Saturn and Saturday are- denoted 
by 
black. 
Strange tb say., the diamond, 
the white gem par 
excellence, 
was 
selected to represent- this; somber hue. 
Perhaps to offset this the'anim al chosen 
was the hog. 
A» black was a mourning 
color, we need nut' be surprised that it 
typified decrepitud!;. The number eight, 
the double square; was 
supposed 
to 
have some affinity v.’ith Piacfc. 
Black was a symbol o f envy, for the 
thoughts which aim at amrther’s injury, 
cloud the soul and afflict'the body. 
The 
book of laws treating .vf dispositions 
made in view o f death- was bound in 
black. 
The sinister 
sfg'tiiflcance 
of 
black is well illustrated fry what is told 
of the ruthless. Tartar- 
Tamburlaine. 
When he attacked' a ei'dy he caused a 
white tent to be pitched' for himself on 
the first day of the siege, as a sign that 
mercy would'be- shown to the inhabi­ 
tants if they lrmnediatefv surrendered; 
on the second day a red tent was sub­ 
stituted, signifying that if 
the 
city 
yielded all the- leaders would be put to 
death; on the third, day, however, a 
black tent was raised, an ominous signal 
that no mercy would be shown and that 
all the inhabitants would be slaugh­ 
tered. 
Violet for a mar» denoted sober judg­ 
ment, 
industry and 
gravity; 
for 
ai 
woman, high thoughts 
and 
religious 
love, 
it was the color of the planet 
Jupiter and of Thursday. 
As with blue, 
the sapphire was conceived to presiaat 
violet most attractively. 
That the bull 
should be selected as the animal re­ 
presented by this color probably arose 
from some mythological connection with 
Jupiter, possibly the myth of Europa 
and the bull. 
Violet was the collor of 
old age and was associated with the 
number three.—From the Saturday Even­ 
ing Post.

rug or blanket or beaten out w ith a 
broom. 
If you cnunot put out the fire In a 
m inu te yell "Fire!” and then, if In a 
city, call the fire departm ent. 
Every 
one liv ing In the bouse should know 
the teleph on e number to lie used for 
g ettin g th e firemen, and It should be 
on tin' wall for strangers to use. T here 
ts no tim e for looking in the directory, 
even if one should not be too nervous 
to find a num ber. 
Every one should 
know w hore the nearest fire alarm 
box is a n d how to use It. 
I)o n o t leave the door open when 
you r u n o ut to give an alarm . 
If the 
doors a n d w indow s are closed w heu a 
tire s t a r t s one can always g et th e fire­ 
men th e re In time to put It o u t w hile 
it is In only one room. 
T he fire soon 
con su m es all the oxygen in n closed 
room a n d may die out If it g ets no 
fresh air. 
If a w a k e n e d In the nigh t by the 
smell o r cry of fire, don't dress. W rap 
y o u rself in a blanket: or quilt fro m the 
bed a n d g et out the quickest w a y you 
can. 
S h u t the doors you pass through. 
A fter calling for help try to ascertain 
th e e x te n t and the situation o f the 
fire. 
You can tell if ft Is b est to try 
to c a rr y out the household goods. 
If 
the fire is on the first floor it is very 
d a n g e ro u s to go abtrve, beea'use the 
heat a n d choking smoke rise. 
O ne c an often get out th ro u g h a hall 
filled w ith sm oke by going on his hands 
and k n e e s w hen he would fall chok­ 
ing if ho ran. 
The smoke is th e thick ­ 
est. a t th e ceiling. 
Holding a w e t tow ­ 
el or a n y th in g made of flannel o r even 
a c o a t collar over the m onth greatly 
lessens th e danger of in ju ry to the 
lungs o r death from the carb o n ic acid 
gas in th e sinoke. 
M ost fires sta rt in the first floor or 
b a se m e n t of a building a n d b u rn a 
hole u p th rough the roof. 
In a house 
the flam es travel by the s ta irw a y s ; in 
a big sto re or hotel they go quickly 
up th e elev ato r shaft. 
A fter reaching 
the to p the fire spreads a n d slowly 
goes rlow'ii. 


How to Care For Leather F u rniture. 
M ost housekeepers regard th e ir leath­ 
er fu r n itu r e as a thing to be dusted 
only a n d left to its fate. T h e re never 
w as a g re a te r mistake. 
T h e leather 
needs c o n sta n t and intelligent care to 
keep It from drying out and tearin g 
into sh re d s or turning to pow d er. All 
leath er needs ra re and fu rn itu re cover­ 
ing m o s t of all. 
In the first place, 
don’t b e afraid to apply a little soap 
and w a te r to it to wash off (he dust 
an d d ir t. 
Use soapy w ater, a sponge 
an d a p a in t brush to get Into t h e folds 
of th e lea th er and the crevices. The 
soapy w a te r will darken th e leather, 
but on ly tem porarily. W hen th e leath ­ 
er Is d r y here is a prep ara tio n th a t 
will do it good. 
It’s simply ju s t one 
p a rt s w e e t oil and four p arts benzine. 
T h e oil will darken the leath er a little, 
b ut it w ill soon dry in and leave it th e 
original color. The surplus oil m ay he 
rem o ved by rubbing. 
Bub in to the 
grain o f tHe leather. Tills tre a tm e n t 
four tim e s a year will p reserv e both 
file life and the elasticity o f leather 
fu rn itu re covering. 


H ow to Clean White Felt H ats. 
One girl whose Income is so sm all 
th a t h e r friends wonder how she can 
afford to w ear the light colored hats 
th a t a r e so becoming to h e r keeps 
them clean w ith artist’s chalk. 
She 
lays in a supply of this clialk. w hich 
can be bo u gh t for a few ce n ts an d in 
different colors. 
Should a spot ap p ear 
in a p in k hat, for instance. It is im m e­ 
diately covered with pink c h a lk and 
laid in a d a rk place for sev eral hours 
or, b e tte r yet, overnight. 
W h e n the 
chalk w a s brushed off the spo t usually 
conies along. 
A milliner is respo nsi­ 
ble fo r a som ew hat heroic tre a tm e n t 
of light felt hats. 
She says t h a t when 
they becom e dirty she alw ays ru b s the 
su rface w ith the finest san d p ap er th a t 
cun b e found. 
Strange to say. this 
does n o t roughen the felt a n d does re­ 
move th e dirt.

C om parativ ely few cooks k n o w how 
to 
m a k e appetizing and 
w holesom e 
gruel fo r invalids. 
One th a t is partic­ 
ularly nourishing and may b e quite 
delicious is made from sago. 
P u t tw o

boiler a n d add a pint of cold w ater. 
Boil u n til 
it thickens, stirrin g con­ 
stantly to prevent lumpiness o r b u rn ­ 
ing. J u s t before taking from th e stove 
add a 
little sugar if sw eetening is 
liked, a n d when cold flavor it w ith a 
tablespoonful of sherry. 
If w ine is 
not u se d a little nutmeg can be sp rin­ 
kled o v e r the top before serving. 


H ow to Make Pastry Shells. 
Au e a sy way to hake shells o f pas­ 
try fo r pies or tarts is to fit th e p astry

Inverted

Heating the tissues of the body by the 
passage of 
very 
rapidly 
alternating 
currents is the novel idea lately in tro ­ 
duced into electrical 
therapeutics 
by 
Drs. 
Von P rey s and Vou Bcrnd, 
of 
Vienna. 
In a process called 
fu lgur­ 
aron, physicians in France and e ls e ­ 
where have been for some years using 
for medical 
purposes glow discharges 
from highly-charged 
induction 
coils, 
and the superficial burning or heating 
has hastened the healing of 
cancers 
after operation and otherwiise 
given 
good results. 
For the new method, 
to 
be known 
as thermo-penetration, 
S i e ­ 
mens and H alsk c have constructed 
a 
simple combination of two coils that 
gives a 
current 
of very rapid o sc il­ 
lations and 
adjustable strength. 
The 
terminals are applied to the part of the 
body to be heated, so that the current 
flows into the body directly, instead 
of 
through an air-space as in fulguration, 
and the internal temperature is,raised by 
resistance just 
as a lamp filament 
is 
heated. 
T his 
is the first effective a p ­ 
plication for increasing bodily te m p e r­ 
ature. 
The sensation is an agreeable 
warmth 
w ithout pain, and 
important 
curative effects are expected, 
especially 
in such cases as cancer. 
A species of 
whale that seem s to 
commit su icid e has been brought to 
the 
notice of the P aris Academy of Science 
by Edmund P errier. 
These whales are 
Iti feet long, have only two teeth, 
and 
are so rare that only 28 have 
been 
known, only a single specimen having 
been preserved. 
They come 
ashore 
only in pairs, 
and if either male or 
female is killed, the death of the other 
promptly follows. 
Mills for spinn ing yarn from 
paper 
exist in G erm any and 
France, 
and 
another is being established in southern 
Sweden. 
T h e paper yarn seems to be 
especially adapted for rugs and carpets. 
Carpets from inspun paper tape are 
b e ­ 
ing made 
already 
in 
Sweden, 
and 
Consul-General E. 
D. Winslow reports 
that this home-woven product is ap ­ 
parently very satisfactory. 
The u neasiness of 
animals 
before 
earthquakes has suggested to A. 
Mac- 
cioni, an Italian, that the nervous s y s ­ 
tem may be affected by electric waves 
coming from^earthquake centers a little 
in advance of the mechanical shocks. 
Acting on th is theory, 
he has devised 
a detector for such waves, 
using 
a 
coherer sen sitiv e to all wave-lengths, 
which is connected by wire to an u p ­ 
right metal late in the ground, and 
is 
in circuit with a battery and a sensitive 
galvanometer or relay. 
When electric 
waves from th e earth are received, 
the 
relay closes th e circuit of a 
strong 
battery 
acting 
upon 
a 
registering 
mechanism, a clock and a bell. 
Record­ 
ing the ordinary mechanical shocks by 
means of a very sensitive seismograph, 
two earthquake movements were 
o b ­ 
served on April M, 
and it was found 
that from a centre of disturbance four 
teen miles away the electric waves were 
made known four minutes before the a r­ 
rival of the m echanical waves. 
Though 
the new instrum ent is being first applied 
to earthquake study, it should prove of 
life-saving value in giving warning of 
dangerous shocks. 
“ Melted wood, “ first produced 17 
or 
18 years ago, w as forgotten after having 
been recorded as a scientific curiosity. 
Francis Marre reports that further e x ­ 
periments have been lately made 
in 
France, and that after the volatile s u b ­ 
stances have been distilled from wood 
chips, the fibrous skeleton 
and 
the 
mineral salts are heated in a boiler to 
1500 deg. F. for two hours, in an atm os­ 
phere of som ew hat compressed nitrogen. 
The exclusion of oxygen prevents com ­ 
bustion. ' T he 
mass thus obtained 
is 
hard and homogeneous, but the melting 
can be perform ed without drawing off 
tlie distillation products, 
and then the 
fused wood becom es a hard amorphous 
solid, with a fine grain, and taking a 
line polish. 
T h e new material, 
which 
can be east and molded and made ind es­ 
tructible by preservatives, seems to be 
adapted to m any uses. 
The fatiguing effect of moving pictures 
thrown on a screen is not due to the 
passage of the film ’ itself, 
but is pro­ 
duced hy 
the 
shutter that 
repeatedly 
cuts off the light during the motion 
of 
the film. 
T h e 
painful 
vibration lias 
been remedied by running the 
shutter 
motor four tim s as fast, cutting off the 
light 56 tim es a second instead of 14. 
A French coal-m in e has been rem ark­ 
able for its e m issio n s of carbon dioxide. 
The most violent outrush occurred 
in 
July, 
1907, 
* nd 
immediately followed 
the explosion of five pounds of dyna­ 
mite in eight blasts in a seam of coal 
at the bottom of a shaft I,(MX) feet deep. 
Dust in great quantities was thrown out 
ITr an hour and a half, the outflow of 


gas continuing twelve hours. 
Three 
workmen were suffocated, occupants of 
neighboring houses showed symptoms of 
asphyxia, and over an area of country 
about 3,300 feet long and 
1,000 feet 
wide, chickens, 
dogs and birds were 
killed by the gas. 
From the surface of 
the ground 523 tons of very tine coal 
dust were collected, 
the wind having 
probably carried away as much 
more. 
The dust covered the machine room, 
sixty feet from the mouth of the shaft, 
to the depth of a yard, and penetrated to 
workings 
500 feet 
from 
the 
shaft. 
From the various galleries of the mine 
nearly 1,800 tons of coal dust 
were 
taken. 
The coal seam penetrated was 
about sixty feet 
thick, 
and the great 
quantity of gas liberated has been at 
tributed to this unusual thickness and 
the large area covered by the sim ul­ 
taneous blasts. 


The “ Psephographe,’’ the new voting 
machine that has been attracting much 
favor in Italy, is about two feet and a 
half high, and has slots in the back for 
receiving votes, w hich are cast in the 
form of heavv discs. 
As a disc drops, 
it 
is recorded 
in 
the 
corresponding 
section in the front of the machine. 
Votes may he cast rapidly, and totals 
arc accurately shown without delay for 
counting. With about one vote a second, 
it is estimated that two machines—one 
for “ ayes” and one for “ noes” —would 
record the (570 votes of the 
British 
House of Commons in six months. 
The 
vote of the stonemasons of Milan on 
the question of a strike was taken w ith­ 
in an hour. 
The “ Selflita, ’’ a self-lighting cycle 
lamp, makes a modern use of the old 
flint and steel. 
T urning 
on 
water 
generates acetylene from the calcium 
carbide, and as soon as the emission is 
sufficient, 
a trigger is released 
that 
sends a shower of sparks across the 
burner, igniting th e gas. 
The lighting 
device is simply a piece of file steel ar­ 
ranged to produce sparks by striking a 
piece of Hint.

SLIPPED OVER 
A PRECIPICE 


Cecil 
Miller Fell 
75 Feet 
Over Cliff, and Dangerously 
Hurt. 


An accident occurred near Plymoutn 
last Sunday which is apt to 
have 
fatal ending, the unfortunate victim be­ 
ing a boy named Cecil 
Miller, about 
16 years of age, a resident of Plymouth 
On the ihy named Miller, 
with a com 
panion mmed Summers, a son of A. B. 
Summers, started out on a hunting ex­ 
cursion. 
They traveled 
toward 
the 
Cosumnes river, to the ranch of L, 
Burke, about three and a half miles 
from Plymouth. 
There is a bluff called 
Ragle’s Nest, with an almost perpen 
dicular descent to the river of over 1000 
feet. 
While attempting to climb down 
at] 
this 
point, 
Miller 
stepped 
on 
a large flat loose rock, 
which tilted 
with his weight, and he slid on the 
rock over the chasm. 
His companion was horrified to see 
him go over the bluff. 
Looking down 
he could see no sign of him. 
He 
could do nothing alone. 
He hastened 
back to Plymouth with 
all 
possible 
speed, and reported the occurrence. 
A 
posse was quickly organized and set out 
for the scene, with wagon, a coffin—for 
it was assumed that the victim was 
killed- and ropes to lower the rescuers 
to the river if necessary. 
Reaching the 
spot parties were lowered by means of 
ropes, and it was discovered that young 
Miller did not fall clear to the river 
bed. 
He was found on a ledge some 75 
feet below where he fell. 
He was 
*llive, 
but unconscious. 
It 
was 
a 
difficult and dangerous task to get the 
fnjuied victim to the surface, the work 
consuming several hours. 
It was ac­ 
complished without 
further 
mishap, 
the rescuing posse working as if the life 
of the boy depended upon their efforts. 
The coffin box they took along was of 
material service in the operations. 
It 
was after one o'clock Sunday morning 
when the posse got back to Plymouth 
with the still unconscious Miller. 
Dr. 
W. A. 
Norman was on hand to attend 
him. 
An examination was made, and 
it was found that one ankle was fract­ 
ured, and bruises about the 
head and 
other parts. 
> 
(f>n Wednesday he was taken to the 
Sutter Creek Sanitarium, still in an un­ 
conscious condition. 
H is recovery is 
very problematical.

A gun club was organized in Jackson 
on Wednesday evening of last week, 
with between 50 and 60 members.

Rocco was elected president and J. S. 
Garbarni secretary.

of the state fish and game

sioners in shipping the consignment of 
quail to this section,

How to Keep Ferns In Good Condition. 
Perns should not be plaeed In halls 
or situations exposed to drafts. 
They 
require greut cure In watering. People 
often think they h av e watered their 
plants when the w a te r has only gone 
over the surface anil around the skies 
of the pots, the center of the ball lie 
tng still quite dry. 
This is especially 
the case when the pots are tilled with 
roots. 
It is necessary th at the ball 
should he thoroughly soaked. There is 
no regular rule us l<? the time for wa­ 
tering. 
Plants In vigorous growth re­ 
quire more frequent watering. 
Evap­ 
oration also has m uch to do with It. 
On dry, warm du.vs. w hen evaporation 
Is great, water m ay be needed twice a 
day, while If the tár Is cool and moist 
two or three days might Intervene 
without wuter. 
A healthy, vigorous 
plant absorbs much w ater, while a del­ 
icate one can absorb but little. 
The 
soil should be exam ined always and if 
dry watered; If not, refrain from wa­ 
tering. 
When leaves shrivel and turn 
yellow the soil lias been too dry. 
If 
they turn yellow w ithout shriveling It 
indicates too much 
w ater has been 
given. 
In either case the roots have 
been abused and lost their power of 
absorption.
